Says burnout sparked 
decision to step down

The $3.3 million railroad deal was 
thrown together moments before the 
cmmciTs .Monday meeting and a $2.72 
million dollar water project tilso was 
included at the last initnite. The water 
jimject would cure a low-pressure prob- 
lem that has plagued a one-stjuare mile 
area in the city's smitiieastem comer. 

"There's a couple of projects that have 
jum])ed <m the bandwagon,” Dave 
McAlindin, tlie city's economic develop- 
ment director, told the council. 

Thougli approval was given for $10,6 
million, the actual amount of tax-mere- 
inenc financing bonds could decline if 
the railroad deal goe.s sour 
‘'Things may be deleted, but noiliing 
else Will he added,” McAlindin said.

Supreme Court’s ruling 
upholds state sovereignty

WASHINGTON — In a victory for state 
-sovfroignty, the Supreme Court Monday 
biirred Uie Oxiur d’Alene Trilx: from .seeking 
control of Lako (2oeiir d'/Mene and its tribu- 
taries by suing Idaho officials in federal court. 

Continuing its recent willingness to pro- 
tect state sovereignty against interference 
from the federal government and others, 
tlic court said (he Constitution's 11th 
Amendment bars the federal lawsuit. 

The amendment sliields states from 
being sued unwillingly in fcdeul court, 
and today’s 54 decision said that protec- 
tion also shields state officials from the 
tribal lawsuit, which contended the offi- 
cials tverc subject to liability for violating 
federal environmental laws. 

“1110 dignity and status of its statehood 
allows Idaho to rely on its lltli 
/Mnendment immunity and to insist upon 
responding to these claims in its own 
courts, which are open to hear and deter- 
mine the case," Justice Anthony M. 
Kennedy tvrote for die court. 

Tlie rilling docs not end tlie underlying 
dispute over osvnersliip of the beds, banks 
and waters of Lake Coeur d’Alene in the 
Idaho Panliandle, and tribal attorney Ray 
Givens piuictuated tiiat point. 

“It doas not change tlie tribe’s resolve to 
esialiUsli its ownership of all of Lake Coeur 
d'Alene,” Givens said in a statement. “Tlus 
decision only causes delay.” 

A separate lawsuit filed by the federal 


government seeking ownership of one- 
sixth of the lake — die soudiem imrtum — 
on behalf of die Coeur d’Alene Trilw is still 
pending. The state’s 11th Anieiulmeiu 
immiuiity docs not apply in tiiat case. 

Givens said a decision on ownership of 
the northern part of the lake "will now 
have to be dec ided anodicr day, in another 
lawsuit, possibly in anodier court.” _ 

• In its 1991 federal suit, the trilw contend- 
ed it was given tide to the lake ami several 
rivers diat feed into it by iui 1873 pre.siden- 
dal exeaitive order cre.tdng its resenation. 


But state officials say Idaho assumed 
dde to all navigable waters widiin its bor- 
ders when it became a state in 1890. 

The court majority said that issue can be 
decided in state court.

High court says public 
teachers may offer 
help in church schools

WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court 
overturned its 1985 church-state decision 
Monday and allowed public school teach- 
ers to offer remedial help inside church- 
nm sciiools. 

The ruling immediately rekindled the 
legal debate over tax breaks for p.arems 
who send their children to private 
schools. 

By a 5-4 vote, the justices said send- 
ing taxpayer-paid teachers into reli- 
gious schooLs to help students with such 
subjects as math, science and F.ngli.sh 
docs not violate the consticutionally 
required separation between church 
and state, 

The ruiing is expected to obliterate 
millions of dollars a year in administra- 
tive cost.s for a federal program to help 
children from low-income families, no 
matter what school they attend. 

Nationwide, some 6.7 million children 
get help through the federal program 
known as Title I. 

About 173,000 of those students attend 
private schooLs, virtually all of whidi arc 
church-affiliaicd.

Flooding plagues Texas; cooler air descends on Nortlieast

Flooding plagued central Texas on Monday as hun- 
dreds left their homes to escape rising water. Cool air 
replaced heat and humidity in the Northeast while 
the Northwest had record cold. Showers fell in the 
Great Lakes area. 

In Texas, hundreds of families evacuated their 
homes along swollen river and lake beds from Hondo, 
west of San Antonio, to Lakeway, west of Austin. 

After driving weekend rain, the Llano River rose to 
its highest point, 38.59 feet, on Sunday niglit near the 
town of Llano. That broke the record of 32.60 feet set 
on Sept. 10, 1932, and has caused what is being called 
the worst flooding in 100 years along the Unno. 

Tile flooding has Iwen blamed for three deaths and 
was beginning to spread into northern Texas, with 
towns from Abilene to Mineral Wells reporting higli 


water and many road closures. 

Elsewhere, a frontal sy.stem that brought lu^d air 
to New En^and over the weekend has moved into the 
Atlantic, liringing refreshingly cooler and drier air. 

Showers and thtmdcrstonns struck from Michigan 
to Minnesota and in South Dakota as a warm front 
mixed \rith an area of low pressure. 

Tlie Souilicast also had lowers and thunderstorms, 
with Mississippi and Mabama getting hit the hardest. 

Tlic West was mostly calm, and areas from north- 
ern California to Colorado and all points south had 
clear to partly cloudy skies and mild temperatures. 

But very cold temperatures chilled higlier eleva- 
tions of western Montana and eastern Wasliington. In 
Montana, two towns tied their record lows: Kallspcll, 
where it was 33 (tying 1904), and Helena, where it 
was 38 (tying 1993), Yakima, Wash., broke a record of 
36 set in 1940 ivith n 35 degree reading.

tin; railroad deal still isn’t set- 
tled. There is general agree- 
ment on its s'lructure. 
McAlindin said, but "we’ve got 
a ways to go yet," 

The biggest potential deal 
killcr.s are an environmental 
inspection of the e.xi.sting .switch- 
ing yards, and geologic feasibility 
of a possible site for a new truck- 
train frciglu center. 

The 37-acre site is located east 
of (own, immediately south of the 
railroad tracks between Hankins 
Road and 3300 East. Local busi- 
nessmen Joe Russell and Todd 
Blass purchased the land earlier 
tliis year. 

Flitting the railroad deal 
together is a complicated juggling 
act, McAlindin said, involving a 
number of agreements between 
Blass and Russell's corjioration - 
Pinnacle Liind and Investment - 
the city, the Eastern Idaho 
Railroad, and the Tivin Falls Area 
Chamber of Commerce. 

: There i.s no deal between 
Pinnacle and the city because the 
land must be rezoned, Mc.\lindin 
said after the meeting. 

Councilman Howard Allen 
chafed that he was being asked to 
make n miiliimillion dollar deci- 
sion with little information to 
guide him, 


"When are we going to be privy 
to the details like they arc?" 
Allen asked McMindin, gesturing 
toward Blass and Chamber of 
' Commerce officials. 

McAlindin assured Allen that 
the unresolved details would 
eventually he fleshed out and two 
public Iiearings would he sched- 
uled. 

“There will be ample opporiu- 
iiity for public input," he said. 

“Hopefully they won’t give us 
any had news," added Mayor Jeff 
Gooding. 

If the city winds up buying the 
railroad yards in Old Towne, the 
plan is to remove all but one set 
of tracks and convert the area 
into a grecnbelt laced with 
paths. 

Meanwhile, the chamber would 
buy 37 acres from Russell and 
Blass for about SIOO.OOO - rouglily 
one-fourth of its actual value, 
Kent Just, the diainber’s execu- 
tive vice president, said. After 
buying the land, the cliambcr 
would give it to the railroad; the 
city would provide water and 
sewer ser>'ices to the area, Blass 
and Russell, meanwhile, would 
own Ollier land near the railroad’s 
"intennodal’’ center. 

The idea is to develop a ware- 
house and industrial park around 
the center, Just stiid. Included in 


Monday’s council decision was 
$500,000 for the city’s Urban 
Renewal Agency to buy land for a 
company interested in bfiilding a 
factory in the industrial i>ark. 

Negotiations with the company 
are still in (he early stages and 
McAlindin declined to reveal 
additional details. As with the 
railroad deal, the $500,000 would 
he deleted from the SI0.6 million 
package if there’s no agreement, 
Mc/Vlindin said. 

The water project will feature 
up to three new wells and a 2 mil- 
lion gallon reservoir to boost 
water pressure for firefighting 
and domestic use in a one-square 
mile area bounded by Eastland 
Drive, Addison Avenue, Kimberly 
Road and Hankins Road. By ea.s. 
ing the squeeze on domestic 
water supplies, the project would 
free up existing city water for 
industrial u.se south of Kimberly 
Road. 

With money coming from tax- 
increment financing bonds, city 
ratepayers wouldn’t have to 
pay for the project, McAlindin 
said. 

"This is .somewhat of a unique 
opportunity," he .stiid.

stretdi also indudas tlirtx} miles of

The corridor plan would assess 
the resources and attractions of 
the area and allow communities 
and residents to consider how- 
if at all - they want to use, man- 
age and market these attrac- 
tions. 

The stretch may also qualify for 
National Scenic Byway status, 
which could mean additional fed- 
eral money for some of the attrac- 
tions along the corridor. Pepper 
said. 

One possible concern with the 
corridor is that it would attract 
unwiinted attention to some areas, 
but that’s why residents’ com- 
ments are so vital.

delay community meetings and 
formal public comment until sum- 
mer is over .so that more people 
would be available to comment 
on the corridor plan. 

"We’re much better waiting for 
the fall and winter months,” 
Mauglian said. 

After feedback and analysis of 
original draft plans, the commit- 
tee will rework and develop a 
final plan sometime in April of 
ne.xt year. 

“It’s a lot of work, but it’s 
enough time to get it done in a 
credible ivny," Pepper said. 

The committee has found 
help from local elected offi- 
cials, resource management 
officials, local chamber of com- 
merce branches and numerous 
private industries. Pepper 
said,

White House must surrender notes 



In a victory for Whitowator prosecutors, tho Supremo Court on Monday rejected 
White House efforts to withhold notes that lawyers took of their conversations 
with Hillary Rodham Clinton. Prosecutor Kenneth Starr has argued for this decl> 
slon. 


WASHINGTON (AP) _ The 
Supreme Coun gave Whitewater 
prosecutors a victory Mottday in 
.their investigation of possible 
obstruction of justice, forcing 
White House lawyers to surren- 
der notes of conversations with 
Hillary Rodham Cliriton. 

The White House had argued 
tlie lawyers' notes were jn uietletl 
by attorney-client privilege, but 
the justices, without comment, 
refused to hear the appeal. 

Presidential Inivycrs now must 
turn tho notes over to a grand 
jury in Arkansas that is hearing 
the Whitewater case, ending a 
battle that was waged in private 
for months before reaching the 
higli court this spring, 

There have been growing signs 
of prosecutors' intense focus on 
the conduct of the first lady. 

Monday’s development also 
could open the door for prosecu- 
tors to question White House 
latvycrs in detail about their dis- 
cussions with tJie firsr Jady and 
her private attorney, David 
Kendall, several lawyers said. 

“Wc’rc very pleased with tho 
Supreme Court’s action," 
Whitewater prosecutor Kenneth 
Starr said outside his Little Rock, 
Ark., office, 

The White House expressed 
di.smay, but said it would comply. 

“We continue to believe that 
government lawyers must be 
allowed to have confidential dis- 
cussions with their clients if they 
are to be able to provide candid 
and effective legal advice, and 
we regret that the court has 
decided not to resolve this impor- 
tant issue," prcsidcniiaJ coun.se! 
Cliarles Ruff said. 

Court documents made public 
recently assert that prosecutors 
have gathered “extensive evi- 
dence” of possible obstruction, 
that Mrs. Clinton’s testimony on 
several issues has changed and 
that she is among those who 


could be indicted. 

The White House and Mrs. 
Clinton's defenders have dis- 
missed the recent developments 
as politically motivated — Starr 
is a Republican — and have 
steadfastly maintained the first 
lady did nothing ssTong. 

Prosecutors urc investigating 
whether Mrs. Clinton was the Iiid- 
den hand that barred Justice 
Department officials from search- 
ing the office of deputy White 
House counsel Vincent Poster 
after his July 20. 1993, death. 

Tile prosecutors are also trying 
to determine why Mrs. Clinton’s 
law finn billing records, bearing 


Poster’s handwriting. my.st«riously 
appeared last year after dropping 
from sight at the conciu.sion of tlie 
1992 presidciuial campaign. 

The billing records detail Mrs. 
Clinton’s work ns a private attor- 
ney in the 1980s for the failed 
Arkansas savings and loan at the 
center of the invcsiigaiion. Tliey 
were subpoenaed in 1993, but (he 
IViiite House said iliey were miss- 
ing. Then Mrs. Clinton's 
\Miitewater lawyer abruptly sur- 
rendered them in January 1996, 
and a longtime assistant to the 
first lady said she found them on 
a cable in the presidential living 
quarters. 


At issue in the Supreme Coun 
case were the notes of 
\Vhiiewater coiivcrsarioas involv- 
ing Mrs. Clinton and White 
House lawyers Jane Sherburne 
and Miriam Nemetz. In .sealed 
court filings, the White House 
had contested the subpoena on 
grounds that the notes were pro- 
tected by Mrs. Clinton’s right to 
have confidential convcrsation.s 
with attorneys who adrise her. 

But an appeals court in St. 
Louis ruled that aiiomey-clicnt 
privilege docs not protect gm-em- 
ment lawyers’ notes when they 
have been subpoenaed by a fed- 
eral grand jury. 

Nemetz’snotesareofa July 11, 
1995, discussion regarding Mrs. 
Clinton’s activities after F<»ster’s 
death. Sherlnirne’s notes tvcrc 
taken on Jan. 26, 1996. as lawyers 
talked with Mrs. Clinton during 
brcak.s in the first lady's liistoric 
appearance l>cforc a grand jury 
and later that day at the White 
Hoo.se. 

“T!ii.s is an evidcmiaiy windfall 
for Ken Starr," said Joseph 
(liCenos'a, a feder.d prosccuior-in 
the Reagiin and Busli administni- 
tions. “Tlie prosecutors arc going 
to be able to bring all of (he 
White House lawyers into the 
grand jury and there's nothing 
the White House can do al»ut it." 

University of Michigan law pro- 
fessor Ricliard Friedman said the 
White House might try to fight 
detailed grand jury questioning 
of Wiite House lawyers but “this 
opens the door for prosecutors to 
say. 'Look, this was just not a priv- 
ileged relationship and wc can 
bust into these conversations.’" 

President Clinton's closest con- 
fidani, Bruce Lindsey, invoked 
attorney-client privilege in refus- 
ing to testify to Senate investigti- 
tors about the content of fire to 
10 meetings he had with the 
Clintons’ private Whitewater 
lawyer.

Big budget bills may curb abortions 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Over 
muted Wliite House objections, 
the budget-balancing bills head- 
ing for votes in the House and 
Senate this week include curbs 
on abortions as part of a pro- 
posed program of health care for 
uninsured children age 18 and 
under. 

Under both the House and 
Senate versions of the measure, 
federal funds would be denied 
for abortions under the program 
c.vcept in cases of rape or incest 
or when the life of the mother 
would be in danger. 

Douglas Johnson of the 
National Right to Life 
Committee said Monday he is 
pleased with the provisions, 
adding, “it’s pretty much stan- 
dard operating procedure for 
Congre.ss to apply these things.” 

Kate Miciiciman of the 
National Abortion and 
Reproductive Rights Action 
League, didn’t disagree. "It’s just 
another example of how the right 
wing in Congress is using every 


vehicle they can, including the 
budget process," she said, “to 
restrict women’s access to abor- 
tion sen'ices and to make abor- 
tion more difficidt for women in 
general to obtain.” 

Beyond the persistent struggle 
over abortion. thoiifdi^jJu: provi- 
sions illustrate ilrCcnoiSnous 
reach of the deficit-rcductjon >>itls 
that are expected to clear boili 
iiouses of Congress iliis week. 

The principal purpose of the 
vast bills — tlie Senate version 
runs 1,066 pages, for example — 
is to carve billions from projected 
spending for Medicare and otlier 
federal programs, in keeping wiiii 
the budget accord that President 
Clinton and GOP leaders readied 
earlier tliis year. At tlie same 
time, majority Republicans have 
insened prorisions that appear to 
have relatively little impact on 
the federal deficit. 

In a widely noted dispute wiili 
the White House, for example, 
ihe House bill would exempt cer- 
tain welfare-to-work women from 
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ir ANNIVERSARY .

Ihe Near Eanh Asteroid Rendezvous (NEz\R) spacecraft, mov- 
ing at 22,000 miles an hour, will skim by just 750 miles from 
Maiiulde, close cnougli for the asteroid’s gravity to slightly bend 
die robot craft’s flight patii. 

Scientists at the Johps Hopkins University Applied Physics 
Laboratory (/Vl’L), wliere the NEzVR was built, .said the craft will 
snap 534 images during its 25 minute flyby.

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Guidelines urge 
testing all adults 
for diabetes at 45 

BOSTON (/VP) — New federally 
endorsed guidelines recommend 
for the first rime that all adults be 
tested for diabetes by age 45 to 
try to catch the disease before it 
begins its insidious destruction. 

The guidelines, written by an 
international panel of experts, 
also lower the cutoff for dedaring 
people diabetic and change the 
way the disease is classified. 

The National Institutes of 
Health, which endorsed the rec- 
ommendations, estimates that 
they could help identify 2 million 
of the 8 million Americans who 
have (liabcccs but iion’t know it. 

The aim is to get these people 
.started on diets, exercise pro- 
grams and possibly drug treat* 
mem before the disease starts a 
cascade of complications that 
eventually damage the eyes, 
heart, kidneys and nerves. 

The guidelines recommend 
using the readily available fasting 
plasma glucose test. The simple 
blood test costs SS to SIO and 
requires that people not eat for 
cigltt hours beforehand.

; Good neighbors helped 
contain Great Flood of ’97

aTvays useful lo keep these tilings in 
perspective. 

■ So if you think that -10,000 cubic feet 
per second of water churning down 
the Snake River at the moment is e.v- 
traordinary. consider that the Bon- 
neville Flood — caused 15,000 years 
ago when Utah's ancient Lake Bon- 
neville breadied its banks and \%-ashed 
across the Magic Valley — carried 7.5 
ivillion cubic feet per second of water 
:it its peak. 

; But considering all the water that’s 
rolled our way in the past three 
months, a few ohseivations are appro- 
priate as the .Magic Valley dries out: 

• 'Hie city of Twin Falls’ \s-aicr sup- 
jily is, even in the liest of times, pre- 
carious. That stems from the simple 
(net th:u three-fourths of it is piped 
across tlie river. 

- In normal times, that pipeline is 20 
feel over the water; at the moment, 
the clearance is more like 3 inches, 
lliat pipeline needs to be mised, while 
the city needs to continue its search 
for alternative sources south of the riv- 
er, 

• The Bureau of Reclamation, 
which controls the vast hydraulic sys- 
tem known as the Minidoka Project, 
did an admirable job of managing tiie 
flood and minimizing the damage. 

; It's true that BuRcc could have 
opened upstream floodgates a little 
wider earlier in the sca.son, but it is 
responsible for irrigation, the linch- 
pin of southern Idaho’s economy. 
They have very limited options when 
it comes to dumping large amounts 
of water. 


Nonetheless, the agency kept ncigli- 
bors of the river informed about how 
much water was coming, and when, 
and its predictions were accurate. 

• Volunteers, especially in the Mini- 
Cassia area, literally made the differ- 
ence between some riverside home- 
owners losing tiieir houses or saving 
them. 

It’s gratifying to know that we live in 
an area where neighbors, at a mo- 
ment’s notice, will drop what they’re 
doing to lend a hand — without recog- 
nition, witiioui compensation and 
wiiliout hesitarion. 

• Ihe real heroes of the Great Flood 
of ’97 were liie canal companies, par- 
ticularly Twin Falls and North Side, 
and their shareholders. By diverting 
every possible drop of water at Milner 
Dam. they probably saved the Twin 
Falls city water pipe and prevented 
heavier damage along the Hagerman 
stretch of the river, 

• Choosing to build on a floodplain 
means that, sooner or later, you’re li- 
able to got your feet wet. Developers 
and county planning agencies, espe- 
cially in Cassia, Minidoka, Twin Falls 
and Gooding counties whore riverside 
development is burgeoning, need to 
take a fresh look at future projects 
from the e.\pcriencc of this year’s 
flood. 

For their pan, property owners need 
to understand tltat no umouni of tech- 
nology can indemnify them against 
Mother Nature. 

For in the case of tlie Snake River, 
trouble is inevitable as lung as snow 
piles up in the Tetons and homeown- 
ers find it congenial to build rooms 
with a view..

; ?7ic Tiwcs-Ncivx has a new policy and 
a new motto: Do as I .say, not as 1 do. 
Vou must obey tlie law, 'llic Tiinc>-i\ciL's 
doesn’t have to. 

I On Wednesday, June 18. The Tintes- 
.Veii’S committed contempt of court. It 
\vas ordered by Judge Borresen not to 
reveal the identity of a juvenile who 
h.‘Stified in a preliminary hearing. The 
Times-Netvs felt such an order was 
wrong and elected to disobey it. 

: The Times-Xetes lias stated it is above 
die law. 

I The juvenile violated the law. He 
came fonvard voluntarily, He admitted 
fic was involved in the burglary and 
tiieft. He denied be was involved in the 
aggravated assault upon the elderly 
Ijidy in the burgled residence. He at- 
tempted to atone for his conduct by les- 
lifying against the perpetrator who. bni- 
fally and .savagely beat the elderly lady 
m her bed while slie slept. As his attor- 
Oey, I know his remorse for being pre- 
;jent at the house was real. That juve- 
nile was. attempting to right a wrong. 
77ie Times-Xcies aggravated it by being 
wrong. 


While 77ie Timai-Xcws often claims 
juvenile offenders need lo ho more 
strictly punished, it can commit offens- 
es such ns disobeying n court order 
witii impunity. Whether the court order 
was right or wrong is not tlie issue. If 
you do not like what a court orders, ap- 
peal or rcquc.st reconsideration. To bla- 
tantly decide not to obey the law is 
wrong. 

Without that juvenile's testimony, 
the adult who savagely bent the elderly 
lady would not have been bound over 
on aggravated battery. The juvenile is 
the only person able to pre.sent evi- 
dence as lu wliu tlie perpetrator of that 
beating was. Without his testimony, the 
charge would have been dismissed. 

That would have been a tremendous in- 
justice. 

77ie Tiiiies-Neii's' conduct now makes 
it less likely that juveniles will be will- 
ing to come fonvard and attempt to 
atone for their errors in the future. 
Wliile Trie Tinics-News can claim First 
Amendment privileges, the mere inclu- 
sion of the juvenile’s identity in the ar- 
ticle added little or nothing to the val- 
ue of tlie story. On the other liand, the 
inclusion of the juvenile’s name in that 
story makes it less likely that such lev- 
els of cooperation will bo achieved in 
the future. 

In essence, 77ie Times-Neivs' altitude 
has made the work of prosecutors, law 
enforcement officials and the entire 
criminal justice system more difficult. 
77ic Tima-News, by asserting its rights 
ahead of the public interest, may de- 
feat justice. 

77ie Ti»ies-/Veit's’ conduct has benefit- 
ed no one. They should lead by e.'cam- 
ple - follow the law. Do as I soy, not do 
as I do, has put a black eye on the en- 
tire svstem.

Twin Fails 


Southern Baptists dissent over Disney boycott 


T he Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion voted to boycott the Walt 
Disney Company and its many 
subsidiaries because it doesn’t 
like some of Disney's films and 
policies. It thinks they're family un- 
friendly. But mudi of the focus iuis been 
on whether the boycott wilt work. 

CNN's BUI Sclmcider noted that wliilc 
Southern Baptists are the nation’s largest 
, Protestant denomination, their member- 
ship represents just S percent of the pop- 
ulation. Baptists are divided over the boy- 
cott vote, with some pastors saying they 
iliink there’s n belter way to affect pro- 
gramming on Disney-owiiccl AiiC and 
eliminate health hencflts to samc-.scx cou- 
ples who are Disney employees and “gay 
days” at Disneyland and Disney World. 

Critics are missing something. In an 
ago wlien even some clergy are rvtshing 
to keep pace with the increasingly de- 
praved culture, it’s nice to sec someone 
take a stand. No one ilioughi the young 
man standing in from of ii tank in 
TiannnmenSciUiire eight summers ago 
would be successful in deterring die Chi- 
nese army from firing its appointed 
rounds, but that image spoke to a world 
gone mushy about the power of one. 

When growing mini hers of denomiria- 
tiuns arc adopting a cafeteria theology, 
in which members arc allowed to reject 
the vegetable of fidelity in favor of die 
dessert of liceniiousncss, just to build the 
membership, it's encouraging that at 
least one is willing to suffer ridicule from 
the elites on n matter of principle. 

Funny tiling about ridicule, llie same 
satirists and editorialLsts who arc quick 
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to mock the Southeni Baptists arc far 
more respectful when one of their own 
ideological hreihren rccomnicnds boy- 
cotts or other aednns deemed appropri- 
ate for achieving policy goals. 

One thinks of Greenpeace or various 
civil rights organization; the hoycocis in 
the past by women's groups upset by 
states that would not ratify the Equal 
Riglits Amendment, and boycotts against 
companies doing bu.siiiess with South 
Africa apd cho.se providing materials for 
tlie Vietnam War. 

In each of tluise case.s, the question 
was less about tlie effectiveness of the ac- 
tion than it was the nobility, courage and 
morality of the stand. 

For years, William Wilbcrforcc in the 
English Parliament stood alone in his op- 
po.siiion to Britain's involvement in the 
slave trade. 1 !e was mocked and told his " 
position was futile. On his deathbed he 
learned that Parliament had come 
around to his point of view, David 
shamed his elders by taking on and 
felling Goliath, wlio was said to be un- 
beatable. 

Statuary Hall in tlie U.S, Capitol is 
lined with marble memorials to men and 
women of courage who often stood 
against what was popular and upheld 


wliat was riglit and virtuous. America’s 
Founders risked their lives and fonuiie.s, 
but because they .stood for principle 
against seemingly impossible odds, none 
lost his sacred honor. 

You can disagree with die Smiihem 
Baptists' tactics. But diey have caased the 
nation to coasider a product and .some 
iwlides coming out of Disney’s world, a 
world of fanca:^ and joy created b>' the fa- . 
thcr of modern enturtnininent, Walt DLs- 
ney. It Ls Ini])ossiblu to imagine him ap- 
proving some of the diings now being done 
in his name. In fact, it does not stretch the 
imafdnation to .suggest that Walt Disney 
would be more in nine with the Soiitlieni 
Baptists tlian with his company. 

When he opened Disneyland on July 
17, 1955, Wole Disney dedicated it to the 
“ideals, the dreams and tlie hard facts 
that have created America ... witli the 
hope that it will be a source of joy and in- 
spiration in all the world.” <'^necte Fiiiii- 
cello, one of the original “Mouseke- 
leers,” writes of Di.sney’s television 
shows that “viewers were familiar with 
the Disney style and expected a higli lev- 
el of quality in any Disney-produced chil- 
dren's program.” 

It is that perceived loss of quality that 
produced the hoycoll vote by the South- 
cm Baptist Convention. Its members 
may not be able to force Disney to 
change some of its policies or program- 
ming, but they're standing up for their 
principles. In wliut has become a gelded 
age, chat may be enougli.

Private prison 
guards open to suit 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In a 
rulinR that could hamper effons , 
JO privatize government jobs, the 
Supreme Court said Monday 
guards at privately nm prisons do 
not enjoy the same legal protec- 
tion as those at state-run facili- 
ties. 

Tlie court, by a 5-4 vote, ruled 
that guards at a private prison in 
Tennessee never are entitled to 
the immunity against lawsuits 
state prison guards sometimes 
enjoy. 

’Hie decision, althougli focusing 
only on prison guards, could 
affect private employees engaged 
in varied tasks — from picking up 
garbage to providing medical ser- 
vices — in a period wiicn many 
state and local governments are 
downsizing and contracting out 
tvork. 

“Our examination of history 
and purpose ... reveals nothing 
-Special enough about the job or 
about its organizational sinicture 
that would warrant providing 
ilicse prison guards with a gov- 
ernmental immunity," Justice 
Stephen G. llrcyer wrote for the 

Private prisons have became a 
booming business in some states. 
About one-third of the states 
have sucii enterprises, ohen 
under contracts to exercise all the 
police powers and traditional 
public functions exclusively 
reser\’ed to a state government. 

Idaiio will decide this fall 
whether to join that group with n 
major privately nm prison faeili- 

ly. 

Texa.s has led the way, with 
over 30 private prisons. 

A dissenting ju.sticc warned 
tliat the niling will drive up t!ic

In 1986, the Tennessee 
Legislature authorized state 
prison officials to enter into such 
contracts. The state's Department 
of Corrections signed an agree- 
ment to have the Nash\'ilie-based 
Corrections Corporation of 
/\merica run a prison in Clifton, 
Tenn. 

Ronnie Lee McKnight, an 
inmate at the prison, sued guards 
Daryll Richardson and John 
Walker in 1994. McKnight, who 
• weighs over 300 pounds, alleged 
that the guards violated his rigiits 
by subjecting him to bodily 
restraints that were excessively 
light while he was taken to 
Clifton from Nashville. 

McKnight, a convicted rapist 
sen’ing a 24-year sentence, con- 
tended in his cinl rights lawsuit 
that the restraints reejuired hospi- 
tal treatment for extreme pain 
and swelling. 

The lawsuit also said the two 
guards taunted McKnight when 
he complained about the 
restraints. 

Richardson and Walker sought 
to have the lawsuit dismissed 
before it reached trial, but a fed- 
eral trial judge refused. 

The judge and later the 6th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruled that guards working for a 
private, for-profit corporation arc 
not entitled to the “qualified 
immunity” that shields state 
employees who are sued over 
actions taken in the good-faith 
belief that no one’s rights are 
being violated. 

Other federal courts, however, 
had ruled that such immunity is 
available to such privately 
employed workers.

said, after the ABC lesson. 

A few days later, B^an came running 
into the classroom with a braise oa his 
eye and excitedly said, “My sent belt 
saved me. I was in an accident and didn't 
pt killed, 1 never put my scat belt on 
before, but this one time I did and it 
saved me!’’ 

The accident in his parents’ car had 
Dccn minor, but left a lasting impression 
on the boy. He has become a strong 
advocate of the Optimist’s Always 
Buckle Children in the Back Scat pro- 
gram. 

"When my grandpa takes mo to the 
fishing place, 1 tell him to put his seat 
belt on "because there is a broken edge 
by the road and he could go flying out 
the window if he doesn’t iMiC,” the boy 
said. “I’m going to tell cveiybody they 
should always buckle up." 

Bryan constantly reminds his parents 
and three teen-age sisters to buckle up, 
his mother, Linda Mower, said.

Some analysts: Deficit will vanish early 


WASHINGTON — Even as Congress 
prejiares to vote this week on legislation 
aimed at balancing the budget iiy 2002, 
grmving mmihers of financial analysts say 
the nation’s hardy economy will erase fed- 
eral cleficii.s even siKiner. 

A minority of these experts, the most 
optimistic, predict the government will nin 
suni!u.ses by the end of thi.s decade — even 
without biidgel-holancing legislation. The 
last fetleral suri’Uis was in 1969. 

Such projections assume no recession in 


the next few years, of which nobody can be 
certain, iweii if the prediciions come true, 
all agree tiiat deficits will balloon anew 
when the huge hahy boomers begin retir- 
ing in 2008 and drive up Social Security 
and .Medicare costs. 

Nonutheless. a surge in federal revenue 
collections that has confounded the 
e.vperts lias improved the government's 
sliorc-icrm fiscal health dramatically. 
Riding tliis tide, this year's deficit is 
expectetl to be 567 billion or iess, tlie fifth 
consc‘Cuiive decline since it peaked at 5290 
hi]limiinl992.

At their most basic, mutual funds are 
investment portfolios — in slocks, bunds 
and (liber invesiinenis -- in which an indi- 
vidual can own .shares. 

By ]ioiiIinp tlie money from several or 
more investors, the fund is able to litiy it 
wide variety of seeurilies. 

Tile advantape of mutual funds lies in 
this jioolinp, .since it alloiv.s im'e.strjr.s ivitii 
relatively modest amounts of inoney to 
diversify their holdinps, liais redudnp the 
risk shoidd one invesimeni prove unsound. 

I'or example, if a fund owns SO stocks 
am! one of those coinpanies poes bankrupt, 
you’ve lost only 2 percent of your invest- 
mem. 

Mutual funds also allow novice investors 
to pci hiplier returns without the noce.ssity 
of manupinp a portfolio. You need not 
know a stock from a bond to invest in a 
luiid, alihouph for many investors they're a 
steppinp stone to other investments, as 
their comfort level and knowledge grows. 

''Tliai's what I would recommend to ;my- 
one who's starting out," said Curt 
Imerman, a Lexington, Ky. investor. “A 
mutual fund would be the place to sian, to 
get your feet wet in the investment world." 
Wliich one? 

Your fimmdal goals and level of comfort 
widi risk siiould help detennine just what 
lyj)e of fund you invest in, said Lexington 
financial planner George Pierce. 


Tor example, those witli short-term 
rc(|uiremenc.s will want to find n fund with 
a more conservative investment strategy', 
since you won't have as long to recover any 
losses you incur. 

Speaking of losses, while most mutual 
funds have liad excellent returns in the 
past fesv ycar.s, that may not hold true in 
the future. Like any investment, they carry 
with them some risk. 

"They're not like the bank." Imerman 
said, “tviicre you put your money in u sav- 
ings account and it's I'DIC-insurcd." 

So if you’re nut at all comfortable with 
die idea of losing money , you inigljt want 
to look elsewhere for your investment 
needs. 

Keep an eye on the fees and commis- 
sions — often called "loads" — that you’ll 
liave to pay in order to invest in the fund 
you choose. These can really take a liiie 
(lilt Ilf the overall return on your invest- 
iiiem dollar. 

Don’t lie taken in hy a fund’s name: Head 
the jirospecms and make sure that the fimtl 
h tnil.v ptirsiiinii the .stniJegv j/ ehiims t« Iv. 
In other words, if your eijuiiy fund is more 
heavy on cash and cash etjuivalems than 
Mocks, you miglit want lo l(Hik for another 
fumi, one that lives u]) lo its title. 

Finally, if you’ve come up with a fund 
that fits all your imvsimeni needs, check 
to make sure that the fund immagcr that 
gave it such stellar results is .still mnnagiiig 
the fund. 

Above all, don’t liiink tliai a mutual fund 
is going to l>e the aibwer to :dl your prob- 
lems. 

.Make sure tiiat your overall financial 
house is in order before you even start 
shopping around for a imitua! fund. 

Forje.xample. if you’re still paying off 
credit^rds with an 18 percent interest 
rate, geirhi^g rid of that debt will be a much 
better aiipbcaiion of your money. 

.And don’t listen to tliose who say that 
niuiual fund.s are a financi.tl panacea. 

"If the only tool you have is a hammer, 
then evetyihing looks like a nail," Pierce 
siiid. "niey’re just a veliicle, just a tool."

_ NEW YORK (AI’) — As die bull-market 
festival continues for mutual fund 
investors, die minimum price of admission 
keens creeping up. 

Charles Schwab 4 Co,, operator of the 
biggest of the fund "supermarkets," 
recently announced that it will increase die 
lowest initial investment rctiuired to buy 
most funds in which it deals to 52,500, 
cffccdvc July 1. ’ntc move comes two years 
after Schwab upped the standard ante 
from $250 to 51,000, 

llie change allows for exceptions sudi as 
retirement accounts, which still can be 
opened for as little as 5500. Once an 
accmim has been opened, add!* 
lioiuil invesiments can be made in 
amounts of 5100 or more. 

Schwab’s chief ri\';il in the fund 
marketplace game, Fidelity 
Investments, idrcady has a 52,,'jOO 
minimum. Many individinil funds 
and fund families also now 
dem;md at lca.st that much, mmua* 

But Sdiwab’s announcement lias still been 
met with some grumbling by people who 
wonder if the big discount broker, luid die 
fund industry in general, miglit be turning a 
cold shoulder to the small investors \vho 
j)la>vd such a big pan in their success stories. 

• People in the indusuy, and some outside 
analysts as well, say the complaint is 
unjustined. 

“I apco with this trend," says Sheldod 
Jacobs in the current issue of his newsJt^ 
ter Tile No-ln ari Fiintrlm^&M^. whichAs 
based iirTrvington-on-Huo?tm7-»rY. 
"Hitter minimum investments bring down 
expenses and benefit eveiyone. 

"Each shareholder account incurs many 
fixed administrative costs such as postage 
and transfer agent fees, while funds tyTicS- 
ly assess these costs on a per-share basis, not 
on a pcr-account basis. Higher minimums 
will reduce the cost per doUar invested." 


Sdiwab hn.s .said dial oidy an "insignifi- 
cant number" of its customers now make 
inidal fund purcha.scs for less than 52,500. 
It puts the average opening order at 
around 53,500. But it’s worthy of note dint 
Sdiwab is keeping the minimum for the 
funds it manages itself at 51,000 — in 
effect, granting itself a competitive edge.

One altemadve for investors srith more 
modest nest eggs: Consider one or more 
funds that own diversified portfolios of 
other funds. Some fund groups offer these 
package deals without the extra layer of 
fees chat have been a major drawback of 
“funds of funds" in the past.

Funds face problem of ‘crying wolf 


-NEW A’ORK (AP) - Wliilc lliey 
bask in ilie confidence of a luige, 
mostly Itappy clientele, the people 
who nin the nacion’.s mutual funds 
still linve some important credibili- 
ty prublems to wany about. 

At industry forums, they remind 
. themselves repeatedly that the 
mist they now enjoy otves a lot to 
an e.xtniordin.'iry 15-year bull mar- 
ket for stocks — and favorable con- 
ditions in die bond and short-term 
money m;u-ket.s as vvell. 

The true tc.st of the indiusiry's 
love affair with investors, every- 
body agrees, won’t come until the 
financial climate turns less friendly 
for an extended period. 

To try to prejjorc for that evemu- 
nlity, m:my fmul organ izauoas have 
-souglit to keep tilings cool by talk- 
ing down investors’ e.vpectations. 

"We :u-c not trying to predict the 
advent of the next bear market," 
said John Brennan, president of 
the Vanguard Group, the nation’s 
second largest fund manager, 
which recently published a 24-page 
booklet entitled “Bear Markets: A 
Historical Perspective on Market 
Downturns.’’ 

But he added, “many investors 
may not fully realize the risks of 
sto^ investing, especially the risk 
of a prolonged period of declining 
prices.” 


7\nd 
it's just one instance of the many 
volimtary ivamings ihu fund indus- 
try' has been issuing for years notv. 

The only trouble is, the stock 
market keeps climbing to new 
lug)i.s, making prudence look fool- 
ish over and over again. Since the 
Dow Jones industrial average sur- 
pa.ssed the lofty level of 5,000 a 
year and a half ago, it lias .soared 
50 percent mure. 

As Arthur Zeikel, president of 
Merrill Lynch Asset Management, 
obseived recently, "All of us that 
have been trying to teach the 
les.sons of history liave bciin dead 
wrong.

TWIN FALLS - Riverside residents 
from American Fails to Hagerman 
shouldn’t expect drastic changes in 
Snake River water levels anytime soon, 
officials say. 

"You can e.vpect them to stay close to 
their current levels, at least through 
tomorrow,’’ Mary Mellema, a hydrolo- 
gist with the National Weather Semcc, 
said Monday. 

Palisades and Americm Falls reservoirs 
are still filled above capacity, the U.S. 
Bureau of Reclam:ition reponed Monday. 

And until these reservoirs stop releas- 
ing so much water, it’s likely that river 
levels downstream won’t drop much, 
Mellema said. 

“It's kind of n day-to-day decision 
rigln now,” she said. 

Reports received by Twin I'idls County 
Disaster Services Coordinator David 
McClain were sligluly more opcimisiic. 

“The feeling is we’ll start to sec reced- 
ing waters soon and by the end of the 
week sec some drops,” McClain said; • 

BuRcc reported higher water behind 
Minidoka Dam. The river appeared to 
be rising at a rate of about a fifth of a 
foot per day. but high winds Sunday 
could have affected the readings, hy 
making Sunday’s level appear lower 
than it really wa.s. 

Flows from Minidoka were at 42,368 
cubic feet per second .Monday, up from

42,110 cfs Sunday. 

Downstream from Minidoka, Milner

Although the river has stabilized sig- 
nificantly, a few homeowners on the 
Snake near Hagerman found out 
Sunday afternoon how unpredictable 


flows still are.

Investigators don't 
know how long the body might have 
been in the field, the report said.

'Hie man is described as a while male 
with red hair, between 40 and 50 years' 
old, 6 feet tall or taller and more than 
200 pounds, liie report said. 

The man was found aboiii a quarier- 
milc from the intersection, near the mid- 
dle of the field edge. Detectives 
searched an area in the field around the 
body about 100 yards square. 

Investigators are seeking to .speak to 
anyone who might have informaiion 
about a missing person, or informaiion 
about anyone who might fit the descrip- 
tion of tile man.

Jerome commission puts protective-custody plan on hold 


Safety, staff training 
commission concerns

JEROME - The Jcrome'County 
Commission Monday opted to back 
away from a proposed contract to keep 
proicctive<ustody patients in a Jerome 
apanment. 

Commissioners cited concerns over 
safety and training of the staff that 
would Monitor the patients, as they 
voted unanimously to wait six months 
before again considering a contract to 
put police holds in the apartment 
owned by Holley Homes Inc. of Jerome. 

“It’s not tho decision we wanted," 
Holley Homes Manager Carey Crist 


said, "but I think it’s good that wc’rc 
not going to waste any more time luini- 
ming and hawing over it.” 

Holley Homes operates four assisted- 
Ijving residences for the elderly in 
Jerome. The company also has a con- 
tract to hold protective-custody patients 
from Twin Falls County in an apart- 
ment .set up in the basement of one of 
the residences. 

A similar contract was offered to 
Jerome County, but some Jerome resi- 
dents criticized the pri)po.sal at public 
hearings. 

Citizens told commissioners they 
were worried about keeping protective- 
custody p,iiients in a residential neigli- 
borhood and in the same building as 
elderly Hplley Homes residents. 

Citizens also protested a S300 month- 
ly fee tlie Holley Homes charges for use 
of the apartment. That fee was later 
dropped. 


But Crist and other company officials 
said tile protective-custody apartment is 
securely sealed off from the rest of the 
building and I lolley Homes re.sen-es the 
right to refuse any potentially danger- 
ous patients. 

Jerome County was initially interest- 
ed in the contract becau.se of its money- 
saving potential. It costs the county 
about S650 a day to send proieclivc-cus- 
tody patients to Canyon View Hospital 
and Counseling Center in Twin Falls, 
Commissioner Roy Prescott said, while 
Holley Homes would cliarge S400 a day. 

Wiile a rewritten contract struck lan- 
guage to allow less dangerous, protec- 
tive-custody patients upstairs for meals 
and other activities with elderly rest- • 
dents, Commissioner John Toolson said 
Monday that the changes didn’t clear 
his worries. 

Prescott 'questioned whether Holley 
Homes’ staff has gained enough experi- 


ence with protective-custody patients 
during the few months of its contract 
with Twin Falls County. 

Region 5-Ucncal Health P.sychologist 
Scott Williams said Monday that Twin 
Falls Couniy has sent two protective- 
custody patients to the apartment, • 

By the time commissioners review the 
i.ssue in six months, Pre.scoit .said, staff 
should have a chance to get more train- 
ing and experience in handling protec- 
tive custody casus, 

The wait will also give Jerome 
County more time to look into the 
potential benefits, or problems, that 
come with sending patients to the apart- 
ment, he said. 

'Tm pleased that (the commission) 
decided to have it looked into more," 
said Bette Clark, a Jerome resident who 
attended Monday’s hearing.

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Earthquake rattles Puget Sound area 


SEAITLE (AP) — A moderate 
earthquake shook mucli of 
Western Washington Monday 
afternoon and was reportedly 
fell from Mount Vernon to 
Olympia, a distance of ahout 100 
miles. 

The earthtpiake had a magni- 
tude of 4.9. which can cause 
moderate damage, said Setii 
Moran, a seismologist at the 
University of Washington seis- 
mology lab. 

The 12:13 p.m. PDT quake was 
centered ahout 3.7 miles north- 
east of Bremerton in Kitsap 
County, at a depth of about a 
mile, ilie UW lab reported. 
Bremerton is on the west side of 
Puget Sound, about 13 miles west 
of Seattle. 

Two aftershocks had been 
recorded by midafternoon, said 
lab coordinator Bill Steele — a 
magnitude 2.7 at 12:47 p.m. and a 
3.1 at 2:4fi p.m. 

There were no immediate 
reports of serious damage, 
though a mobile home was 


knocked slightly off its founda- 
tion in the Silverdale area about 
eight miles north of Bremerton, 
said Elaine Valencia, spokes- 
woman for Bremerton's emer- 
gency sen’ices. 

First lady Hillary Rodham 
Clinton was attending a recep- 
tion at the Rainier Club in down- 
town Seattle when the quake 
hit, but gave no indication of 
having felt it, said Charleone 
Smith, the club’s catering man- 
ager. 

Bremerton City Hall was 
briefly evacuated as a precau- 
tion, as was the Kitsap County 
Courthouse in nearby Port 
Orchard.

Jury convicts Viper militia 
member on conspiracy charge 


PHOENIX (AP) — A fedura! 
jur>' Monday convictud a mcniber 
of the Viper Team militia of a 
conspirac>' chagte stumminjt from 
the group’s desert e.xcrcises utiliz- 
ing powerful homemade explo- 
sives. 

The federal jur>* deliberated 
nearly two days before ainvicting 
Charles Knight of conspiracy to 
make or possess unregistered 
destructive devices, an offense 
carrying up to five years in 
prison. 

Knight said anti-governmem 
talk by Viper Team member.? 
amounted to nothing more than 
“macho chest-beating.” He said 
desert exorcises that included 
explosives made from iimmonium 
nitrate were merely for members’ 
amusement. 

But prosecutors, reljang on tes- 
timony from a state agent who 
infiltrated the grmi]), said the evi- 
dence showed Knight was a co- 
conspirator in (he manufacture 
and |>ossession of Iwmbs. 

Knight’s face turned dark re<l 
when the verdict was read, and he 
sobbed with relatives after jurors 
left the courtroom. He later 
turned to reporters and said, “I’m 
slapped but Pm not dead." 

Kriigiii was one of 12 members 
of the Phoeni.x-based militia 
arrested last year after a state 
agent infiltrated the group. At 
the time, federal int'estlgniors 
said (he arrests had iieadcd off a 
major act of terrorism aimed at 
blowing up federal buildings in 
Phoenix. Ilowever, the Vipers 
were charged only with weapons 
and explosives violations. 

Ten Viper member:, including 
Kniglit’s wife, Donna Wiiliiims, 
pletidcd guilty to weapons diarge.s 
and were sentenced earlier this 
year. One other member, 
Qiristopher Floyd, is atraiting trial. 

Jtirors got the case Thursday, 
took Friday uff and re.suined 
Monday.

John O’Keefe, 3G, from 
Chandler, said he nnd two other 
jurors wore holdouts against con- 
victing Knight, who lie said 
appeared to be a good person. 

“’rhe judge said to us to get 
back in there and a told us to 
read the law nnd follow tiic law 
and not our hearts,” O’Keefe 
said. 

Knigiii and his attorney, Ivan 
Abrams, argued the Viper Team 
was more like a Boy Scout troop 
than a militia, play-acting the 
roles of militia members but 
never intending to cause iuirm. 

Prosecutors, meanwhile, sup- 
ported their case by showing 
grenade bodies, a piece of metal 
with a hole bloivn in i\, machine 


guns and dismantled explosive 
rockets. 

John Schultz, an Arizona Game 
nnd Fish Department invc.sii|ia- 
tor who infiltmted the group, pro- 
vided the key testimony against 
Kniglii. He detailed militia meet- 
ings and exercises, which includ- 
ed homemade explosives. 

One exercise the agent wit- 
nessed included detonations of 
several explosives made from 
ammonium nitrate. Tliai left a 5- 
foot-deep crater in tlie desert, 
Sdudtzsaid. 

Wiicn Knight took the stand 
last week, he told jurors that the 
group’s experiments with explo- 
sives were merely for entertain- 
ment. The Vipers’ actions and 
some nicmbcr.s’ anti-governnicnt 
talk amounted to notiiing more 
titan "macho chest-beating,” he 
said.

"11111 I think 
the choice of a pediatrician for a 
oew parent witli a newborn is 
profnihly more discriminatory 
than it is later on." 

.\o woiuler, A good pediatrician 
can be a first-time parent’s best 
friend anil can be indispensable 
for parents of children with health 
complications, For most families, 
tile dioice of pediatrician is one 


lliey will live with for years, .Most 
iiealih<are providers and parenls 
.suggest gathering as much infor- 
mation as possible in order to 
make your selection a gmid one. 

Michelle Sliindell started her 
search for a pediatrician about 
six months into her first pregnan- 
cy. Armed with prenatal books 
and a list of criteria that were 
important to her, Sliindell 
planned to inten’iew several doc- 
tors before making a decision. 

Ultimately, slic chose the only 
doctor siie spoke to. 

"I ju.st talked to oilier parents,” 
.S. 1 VS Sliindell, 3G. a Coral Cable.s 
Fla. mother of two. "Everyone 
was pointing to the same doctor 
for me. He got a lot of recommen- 
dations, and lie was so close." 

Ixication was among Sliindeli's 
top priorities when looking for 
the right pediatrician, Her doc- 
tor's office i.s about two miles 
from her lioiise, making it an 
easy trip even when one or both 
of her young children are sick. 

Her list of questions — culled 


from both her reading and her 
discussions with other parent.s — 
included the doctor's feelings on 
breast-feeding and circumcision, 
wailing time for appointments, 
ami the office protocol for han- 
dling calls and emergencies. 

\Vhile all the doctor’s answers 
pleased her, slie was won over by 
something more. 

“I was very comfortable with 
him,” Sliindell says. “He was 
really personable, answered all 
iny questions and didn’t seem* 
rushed. He ju.st seemed interest- 
ed in the whole process. I still 
feel (hat way alwui him.” 
i-'our years latcT, Sliindell appre- 
ciates (he fact (hat her doctor 
remembers her diildren from one 
visit to the next and takes an active 
interest in their development. 

Not everyone gets so lucky on 
the first try. 

Serena Lurie also started early 
in her search for a pediatrician. 
She gathered recommendations 
from friends, conducted an inter- 
view .iiid concluded that the doc- 


tor had everyiliing she wanted. 

"Mainly, 1 was looking for 
somebody ! had a rapport witli.” 
says Lurie, who lives in I’orrine 
and has a 3-year-old son and 1- 
year-old daughter. “Ami every- 
one told me to look for a place 
iriih sick and well waiting moms. 
I liked him and (iked his partner, 
so 1 figured I’d give them a try 
even though they didn’t have sick 
and well rooms." 

Tlicy did have Sauu'day office 
hours and doctors who returned 
calls themselves after hours — 
many offices haw nurees on coll 
for minor questions. 

But once the office visits 
began, Lurie’s faith in her doctor 
began to falter. Tlie partner she 
had liked left the practice, and 
Lurie was never notified. I'hat 
doctor’s replacement was soon 
replaced again. 

"It was just a parade of doc- 
tors,” she says. "1 liked the doc- 
tors, but I never really estab- 
lished a rclationsliip with any of 
them."

Taiwan launches war games as 
big July 1 handover approaches 


TAINAN, Taiwan — Taiwan

The United States has urged

exercises during the handover. 
- Xast year, a series of ilireatening 
' Ciiinese exercises near Taiwanese 
: ivaters led Washington to deploy 
; two aircraft carriers and other 
: warships to the region, and 
; Taiwan reduced its exercises to a 


computer simulation to.cool the 
tensions. 

But by not postponing this 
year's exorcise, Taiwan military 
may be taking advantage of the 
internotional focus on the 
region to display a key differ- 
ence between itself and Hong 
Kong. 

China regards Taiwan as a 
renegade province and says 
regaining sovereignty fever 
Hong Kong is the first step in 
recovering Taiwan. It demands 
Taiwan open immediate talks 
on reunification and threatens 
to invade if the island declares 
formal independence. 

The war games, however, 
reinforce Taiwan’s demands 
that China recognize it as a 
political equal and drop the 
threat of force before talks can 
begin. 

The “Han Kuang 13” games 
include live-fire exercises and 
naval drills featuring newly pur- 
chased higli-tech weaponry from 
a major military overhaul. 
Taiwan is radically upgrading its 
military, spending billions of dol- 
lars to replace World War II and 
1960s-era y\merican hardware. 

President Lee Teng-hui 


in.specied Patriot missiles, U.S.- 
made F-16s and French Mirage 
fighters Monday along with 
homemade fighter jets on dis- 
play at Tainan Air Base in 
-soutiiem Taiwan. 

Then he took the salute from 
naval personnel at Tsuoying 
Naval Base in the soutlicrn port 
of Kaohsiung, reviewing 
advanced Lafayeite-class 
frigates purchased from France 
along with domestically built 
Porry-class and leased U.S. 
Knox-ciass frigates. 

Sailors in white and bare- 
clicsted frogmen stood at atten- 
tion for Lee's inspection. Also 
on display were U.S.-made M- 
603 tanks with freshly painted 
armor and tread.s, self-propelled 
artillery and a wide range of 
missiles and bomb.s.

HONG KONG — What might 
Mao think? 

He engineered a revolution, 
then ruled obsessively over the 
world’s most populous nation for 
an epoch of convulsive progress 
and incomparable misery. 

But in Hong Kong today, the 
Great Helmsman lives on as a 
S76 wristwacch, his rigid arm 
flailing away the seconds. 

As Hong Kong’s tramsfer from 
capitalise Britain to communist 
China approaches, the wares for 
sale in streets and store demon- 
strotc a growing public enthusi- 
asm here for the trappings of 
mainland Chin — however 
tacky. 

"China is becoming more 
intornntionnl — opening up to 
the world. So naturally this stuff 
is getting more popular," says 
shopkeeper Lee Wing-sun, who 
admits to buying some of the 
trendy mainland items. 

‘Ti’s always been Western cul- 
ture that was ‘in,’ ” Lee says. 
"Now the chic seems to be mov- 
ing toward Asia.” 

Worldwide, Asian popular cul- 
ture today is following waves of 
Asian emigrants across the 
world in a way that mirrors 
American culturc’s spread in 
decades past — making every- 
thing from tofu to “Hello Kitty" 
staples in the West. 

In Hong Kong, products and 
souvenirs linked to the mainland 
and the July 1 change of sover- 
eignty are marketed to two 
groups: Hong Kongers and 
tourists with fuli wallets. Both 
‘have many choices. 

There are runs on Beijing-style 
dumplings, Chinese Empress 
Barbie dolls and compact discs of 
China's national anthem by the 
People’s Liberation Army band. 
Mainland actresses are begin- 
ning to star in Hong Kong 
movies. Models appear at balls in 
red silk dresses designed like the 
Chine.se flag. Hong Kong even 
has a Long March Bar. 

Old-guard Mao loyalists would 
undoubtedly be appalled at the 
capitalist appropriation of 
China’s revolutionarj’ iconogra- 
phy. And the chairman himself? 

In life, Mao encouraged a per- 
sonality cult that included- but- 
tons and little red books of his 
{|u<)tations and ruminations, 
although whether he would have

encouraged Mao coffee mugs 
and purple Mao T-shirts is 
debatable. 

The most enthusiastic player 
in this merchandising frenzy is 
David Tang, whose Cliinn Club 
and Siiangluii Tang emporium, 
home of liie Mao wri.stwaicli, 
represent the vanguard of main- 
land chic — even if it's mostly 
marketed to Westerners. 

In Tang’s store, sloganeering 
takes on a sly mainland flavor. 
Signs advertise “The Great 
Hangover” and “The Chinese 
Empire Strikes Back.” Cotton 
sweaters festooned with the 
Chinese flag are S80. The store’s 
new advertising model; main- 
land movie siren Gong Li. 

"There is no doubt, certainly 
— at least in .-Vmerica, in the last 
two years — of a greater recog- 
nition and acceptance of Ciiina. 
People are much more conscious 
of it,” says Tang, wiio is opening 
a New York branch of iiis store 
in Nowmber. 

“From a marketing point of 
view," he says, "this is exactly 
the right year.” 

He's righi. Kok Young Chai of 
Singapore wrote in Shanghai 
Tang’s guest book that the store 
“really brings back all the orien- 
tal memories of Old China” — a 
seniimem other visitors echo. 

Bui can a coat of cliic be 
appliecLio tile system responsible 
for tlie famine-stricken "Great 
Leap Fonvard” and the violent 
decade-long upheaval known as 


the Cultural Revolution? 

“It’s a neutering of very dan- 
gerous images and iconography 
so they can be borrowed as style 
rather than as a hitter reminder 
of the past," says Orville Scliell, 
a Ciiina scholar and dean of the 
graduate school of journalism at 
tile University of California- 
Berkeley. 

For Liu Heung Shing, the 
interest reflects on Hong Kong's 
skills as a marketer. Liu, who 
edits a glossy new-magazine 
called “The Chinese," sees Hong ' 
Kong as a place with "liie ability 
to capture the commercial value 
of the mainland." 

“China has so much — it just 
explodes with energy." he says. 
"But Chinese don't know how m 
package and export their cul- 
ture. They need tlie Hong Kong 
people to help them." 

In tlie end. tiie velvet commu- 
nist caps, the neon-colored baby 
T-shirts that sav "Loved by the 
Motherland" ami the CD-ROMs 
of Deng Xiaoping’s speeches say 
one thing: Hong Kong needs 
China as much as China needs 
Hong Kong. 

"Symbiosis is the only accu- 
rate one-word clescri])tioii of ihe 
relationship between Hong 
Kong and China." says Richard 
Margolis, a Merrill Lynch ana- 
lyst who. as a British di]jlonini, 
helped draft the handover 
agreement. 

"In the end.” Margolis says, 
“the two are just inseparable.” 


South Korean food aid heads to rival North Korea 


SEOUL, South Korea — A ship 
loaded wiiii 1,000 tons of flour 
and 100,000 boxes of instant noo- 
dles left Monday for North 
Korea, the first food aid sent 
directly from rival South Korea.

South made today's pamc rou- 
tinely after West chose the pas- 
sive lead of a club. However, there 
was little routine about the post- 
mortem. 

East claimed ii low diamond 
lead would have led to defeat. 
South argued the defense could 
not enjoy both a diamond ruff and 
a heart trick. Whose side arc you 
on? 

South took his club ace and led 
the spade king to West's ace. 
West shifted to a heart to dum- 
my's ace, and South cashed the 
queen and 10 of trumps. He then 
exited dummy with the diamond 
jack, Cast covered, and South 
won. The rest was easy; South lo.st 
only a heart, a diamond and a 
trump. 

"If West starts with a low dia- 
mond," argued South, "I win 
East’s gucen and lead a trump. 
West wins, cashes the diamond 
king and gives East his ruff, but 
that is all you get. Now, I have 
time to draw the trumps and dis- 
cord my heart loser on dummy's 
high diamond." 

Did South win the argument? 
He won his game, but lost his ar- 
gument. 

“Not so fast," replied West. 
“Who says I have to cash my dia- 
mond king before giving East u 
ruff? I'll hold on to my king and 
lead a low diamond for East to 
ruff. He shifts to hearts, and now 
we cat our cake and have it too. 
We get a trump, a ruff, the dia- 
mond king and a heart, and you 
get one down." 

If you can’t win the game, it's 
some consolation to win the post- 
mortem.
